capturing 1,600 men. In the Lutsk re- 
zion of Volhynia, northwest of Svinius- 
ky, a Russian a@ack was repulsed.

22 Germans Fall 
Before the Fire 
Of Lone Canadian 


Ottawa, Ontario, October 2.—A tale 
of an unnamed corporal in an eastern 
Ontario battalion of the Canadian forces 
in France who single handed charged a 
party of 22 Germans, advancing to an 
attack and killed or wounded all of 
them except one whom he took prisoner, 
is related by the official Canadian “eye- 
witness” in a dispatch received today. 

. "The case of a corporal of an eastern 
Ontario battalion is one of the most 
extraordinary ever recorded,” says the 
dispatch. ‘“‘The battalion had success- 
fully captured a line of German trenches 
when a party of the enemy, consisting 
of two officers and about 20 men, be- 
Zan a counter attack. 

“The corporal advanced alone against 
the whole party, emptied his revolver, 
picked up first one and then another 
German rifle, each of which he emp- 
tied, accounting for the two officers and 
16 of the men. While he was eshoot- 
ing one of the officers attacked him 
with a bayonet and pierced him in the 
leg ‘below the knee, but the corporal 
shot him dead. The rest of the enemy 
attempted to escape. The corporal shot 
four of them and made the fifth a pris- 
oner. Although wounded in two places, 
he remained in the trenches until his 
battalion was relieved.”

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TROLLEY SERVICE AGAIN HALTED ON MONDAY NIGHT | 
TO PREVENT INJURY TO CA 


Regular Street Car Service Promised Ailanta 


That street car traffic will continue in Atlanta throughout the day and night so 
long as the strike may continue is the positive assurance given the people of Atlanta 
last night by Colonel F. J. Paxon, of the executive committee of the ‘‘committee of

a@ long stretch of greased track* on 
Hemphill avenue near Tenth street, 
and, with the motorman unable to stop, 
slid into an automobile truck, doing 
severe damage to the latter and dam- 
aging the front of the trolley. 

Despite the fact that the missiles 
were hurled no one was struck on the 
Soldiers’ Home car when it was at- 
tacked at wecatur and Grant streets. 
The mobs which gathered on Cooper 
atreet had no time to inflict injury to 
cars or carmen, the Cooper street 
route being curtailed to the city lim- 
its before 6 o'clock. 

Although homebound cars before 6 
o'clock were packed and jammed with 
passengers hurrying home to avoid the 
possibility of discontinuance of serv- 
ice, hundreds were left downtown, be- 
ing forced to ride home in crowded 
“jitneys” and moving vans transformed 
for the occasion into passenger vehicles. 

When the starter’s office received the 
report that a mob was gathering on 
Stewart avenue to promise trouble, an 


automobile load of trolley company in- ' 


spectors, headed by L. Q. Meadors, an 
inspector and a deputy sherif{ was 
rushed to the scene. No altercations 
occurred, however. 

Officials of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company explained la’st night 
that they could not afford to subject 
the men on cars to the insults and 
dangers offered by the mobs. The po- 
lice were commended for the adequate 
manner in which the downtown situa- 
tion was held under control. At no 
time was a crowd permitted to con- 
gregate, with the resuft that no out- 
breaks occurred at any time during 
the day or night. The mobs which 
gave trouble arose in outer districts, 
where the police were hampered by 
distance.

STANLEY’S 
STATEMENT. 


In discussing the strike, Commission- 
er Stanley, of the department of com- 
merce and labor, made the following 


statement: 

' ‘The strike of some of the operatives of 
‘the Georgia Railway and Power company, 
and the tie-up of traffic on Sunday, strongly 
| emphasizes the need in Georgia of an arbi- 
tration act by which disputes between em- 


| ployer and employees can be settled. 


“Time and again I have asked the genera] 
; assembly to give to the department of com- 
; merce and labor adequate machinery so that 
/] could in the event of strikes at least 
make an attempt to bring about harmony 
| between capital and labor. 

i “In 1914 a measure was carefully drawn 
| by several gentiemen and was introduced 
in both houses. It was a modification of 
| the Canadian act, admittedly the best of 
all the arbitration measurev. After consid- 
'eration by the proper Committee the act was 
/ reported to the senate with dn yunanimous 
‘recommendation that it do pass. With only 
/@ vote or two against it, the senate passed 
the bill. It went. to the house, was unan- 
imously approved by the committee to which 
it was referred, but the rules committee 
for some reason refused to put it upon the 
calendar and it died an unnatural death. 

“In 1915 this measure was reintroduced 
in the house and senate, but so little inter- 
est was manifested in it by either em- 
ployer or employee or the general public 
that no headway was made with it. 

“It is possible, of course, that even iff 
the measure had been passed it might. not 
prove of much value in settling this dispute, 
but the trouble that is existing proves con- 
clusively that we do need in Georgia some 
kind of an arbitration act. 

“In the act creating the department of 
commerce and labor the whole question of 
disputes was dismissed in just forty words. 
Absolutely no machinery whatsoever has 
since ben provided, therefore we are power- 
less and can be of practically no service in 
the present case. 

“When the general assembly meets next 
summer another effort will be. made to se- 
cure an arbitration act that will be fair 
to capital and labor. If the general public, 
the real sufferer in cases of strikes, will get 
behind the measure it can be enacted into 
law.”’ 


CARS WILL 
RUN TODAY. 


The Georgia Railway and Power 
company officers announced at the time 
car service was discontinued that all 
lines would be resumed. again this 
morning at 4 o’clock, would continue 
through the day, and, unless disorder 
prevented, through tonight. 


NO RIOTING 
IN ATLANTA. 


With the exception of cars running 
to the outlying districts of the city 
street cars were operated Monday un- 
der normal schedules up to 6:10 o'clock, 
when they were called into the barns 
on account of disorder and rioting on 
the outskirts of the city. The only 
lines that were inconvenienced in the 
least were the River cars and English 
avenue cars, which ran only as far as 
Chestnut street because two poles had 
been sawed and some wires cut at 
Forrest park, blocking the _ tracks. 
Marietta and Inman Yard cars turned 
back at the ‘stock yards and Cooper 
street cars were turned back at Geor- 
gia avenue at noon because rocks were 
thrown through the windows further 
out the line. 

The strikers held a meeting during 
the morning at the Red Men’s Wigwam 
on Central avenue which was attended 
by about 600 men, 400 of whom/were 
said to be striking employees of the 
company. 

William Pollard, organizer of the 
local union, in an address to thfs meet- 
ing attacked Asa G. Candler, Forrest 
Adair and other prominent Atlantans 
who met with the police commissioners 
Sunday afternoon and demanded that 
the police preserve order on the streets 
of the city. He stated that Candler 
and Adair were heavy stockholders 
in the street car company and that 
they were using their wealth and in- 
fluence to further their private ends. 

“Mr. Candler has assumed authority 
as mayor before his term of office 
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begins. He has intimidated the police 
who know that unless they obey his 
orders he will discharge them when 
he gets in power in January,” he said 
in this connection. 

The strikers .sent a 
Mayor Woodward Monday 
asking permission to parade through 
the streets between 12 and 1 o'clock. 
This permission wa's refused them by 
Mayor Woodward.

DISORDER ON 
OUTSKIRTS. 


Throughout the day the police force 
maintained order and persons on the 
downtown streets could not tell that 
any disorder had existed in connection 
with the strike. All rioting 
disorder was on the outskirts of the 
city where it was impossible for the 
police to maintain patrols. A squad of 
mounted police were stationed on the 
Principal downtown streets, but the or- 
der was such that they were not called 
on at all. 

The three shifts of police were com- 
bined making two shifts. Under this 
each man works 12 hours instead of 8, 
and the force is strengthened.  one- 

The Georgia Railway and Electric 
company kept a squad of men on hand 
at the starter’s office to be rushed to 
any cars that might be abandoned and 
there were 100 men at the barn wait- 


ing to relieve those at the starter’s of- | 


fice. 

Uncle Sam may take a hand in the lo- 
cal strike, as six of the trolley lines 
carry mails and the carriers and col- 
lectors ride from their posts to the of- 
fice on the cars. Any interference with 
the carrying of the mail is a serious 
offense. In event the government were 
to take a hand In the local situation 
United States District Attorney Hooper 
Alexander would be the official who 
would take action. Mail is delivered to 
the substations at Tenth and Peachtree 
streets, Fort McPherson, Woodward sta- 
tion on Marietta street and South At- 
lanta and Kirkwood. 

Monday at 12:30 a rickety wagon 
loaded with 12 young women who wore 
flaming red caps invaded the down- 
town district. The wagon ‘was placard- 
ed with a sign, “Don’t Be a Scab! Be 
a Man.” It was greeted with cheers as 
it passed Five Points. The wagon was 
driven down Decatur street and when 
it reached police station was halted by 
the police and Chief Mayo told the 
young ladies and the man who was 
driving that he would not make a case 
against them if they would tear down 
the signs and go on home. 

“There are enough men mixed up in 
this affair without the women Dutting 
in,’’ he told them. 


GIVEN 
OLD PLACES. 


The ranks of the non-strikers were 
encouraged Monday morning, according 
to reports from street car officials, by 
the return of a number of men who 
had walked out Saturday night and 
Sunday. 

The exact number of the men apply- 
ing for reinstatement was not availa- 
ble. Ten, it was said, were given thelr 
old places, while others were refused. 
A number, the officials declare, were 
at the car barns Monday morning eager 
to return to work, explaining the aban- 
donment of their jobs by stories of in- 
timidation, 

The starter’s office reported last 
night that only two men had joined the 
strikers Monday. This is contrary to 
the report at strike headquarters, where 
William Pollard, the imported agitator, 
said to reporters that 75 additional men 
had been recruited for the strike, mak- 
ing a total of over 600. He predicted 
that 90 per cent of the car men would 
‘be on strike by Tuesday night. 

“Some of the men,” a car official 
stated, “said that they had been co- 
erced, and even threatened with physi- 
cal violence, and that the only way 
they saw out of the dilemma was to 
become strike recruits. These men, in 
each instance, were reinstated,” 

Atlanta spent a quiet, orderly day 
from the time cars started running un- 
til nightfall. There was little if any 
disturbance at downtown points. Traf- 
fic operated without difficulties. The 
shopping and business districts pre- 
sented an appearance as normal as 
though nothing had ever happened, or 
nothing anticipated in the direction of 
turmoil. Reports of impending trou- 
ble at night, however, brought about 
a tension on the streets and sent hun. 
dreds of pedestrians anxiously toward 
home at supper time. 

Activities of pickets progressed with 
zeal Monday. Scores of groups of 
strikers and sympathizers, the former 
wearing their regulation caps, minus 
badges, which had been replaced by 
cards bearing the word “Union,” were 
in evidence at every conspicuous down- 
town corner, calling to the non-strik- 
ing motormen and conductors of pass- 
ing cars, and trying to persuade motor. 
men and conductors whom they button- 
holed on the streets to strike. 


Turns the Tables. 


An amusing incident occurred in this 
connection. , 

A gray-haired motorman who had 
been with the railway company for 
years, was accosted ‘by a group of pick- 
ets, in which was included men he had 
worked with prior to the strike. In 
spirited appeal they sought to urge the 
non-striker into their ranks. The old 
man listened tolerantly until their ser- 
mon was exhausted. Then: he said: 

“Now, I'd like to give you fellows a 
little tip: Go back down to the car 
barns and get your jobs back while 
they’re open for you. You might not 
have the chance later on.” 

Hie had launched into a bit of picket- 
ing on his own hook. When the striky 
ers perceived that his preachment was 
making more of an impression upon 
the crowd that gathered than their own 
had made, the attempt upon the veter- 
an motorman was abruptly abandoned. 

Sentiment among the orderly class of 
business men and residents of Atlanta 
is rapidly growing against the strike 
agitation. The officers of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company were be- 
sieged with mail and telephonic com- 
munications assuring the non-striking 
element of indorsement and of personal 
support in event of need. 


ORGANIZE 
TO KEEP ORDER. 


One hundred and fifty prominent At- 
lantans, representing the civic organ- 
izations and business houses of At- 
lanta, met Monday in the chamber of 
commerce and resolved themselves into 
a committee to promote peace, and, if 
necessary, to offer themselves to Sheriff 
Mangum as deputies to uphold the 
peace, 

Asa G. Candler was made chairman, 

Sheriff Wheeler Mangum was sent 
for, and went into a conference with 
the executive committee chosen at the 
meeting. This committee is headed by 
Mr. Candler and includes Forrest Adair, 
Ivan E. Allen, W. W. Orr, E. V. Carter, 
F. J. Paxon, W. H. White, Jr., and Mell 
R. Wilkinson. 

“IT have never sghirked my duty and 
will not in this instance,” Sheriff Man- 
gum told the committee. “I have in- 
formed this man Pollard if his asso- 
ciates break the law they shall not do it 
on Fulton county soil, or I will fill the 
tower with them.” 

The meeting resulted in a pledge 
from the sheriff to uphold the peace, 
and a promise from Oscar Mills, who 
represented the county commissioners, 
to pay the salaries of any extra depu- 
ties needed. 

President Kriegshaber, of the cham- 
ber of commerce, presided at the meet~ 
ing and was the first speaker. 

Asa G. Candler, mayor-elect, was vig- 
orous in the demands he made when 
he was called on to speak. 

“The hour is critical,” he declared. 
“It. is not a strike in the true sense of 
the word, but these agitators have 
come here to have their way or start 
trouble. Unless we take firm action 
your bussiness is in jeopardy. We must 
let these agitators know this is not a 
town made up of foreigners who care 
nothing for their city’s good name.” 

Henry S. Johnson, head of the Cham- 
berlin-Johnson-DuBose company, said, 
“Hundreds of good men in the employ 


-of the company are begging to be per- 


mitted to go to work peaceably, while 
spose agitators are trying to prevent

Preston §S. Arkwright, president of 
the trolley company, was greeted with 
applause when he entered the room, 
He was asked to explain the situation.

He charged the police department 
with being corrupted by “the political 
influences of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company and its board of di- 
rectors,’ and being in collusion with 
the trolley officials. He defied the men 
who met in the chamber of commerce 
Monday at noon to frustrate his efforts 
to paralyze the troHey system in the 
attempt to organize a car mén’s union. 

Charges Political Influence. 

“Tt is evident that the political in- 
fluence of the street railway company 
and of the board of directors,” he said, 


‘have succeeded in corrupting the po- 

lice department, which has gone into 

collusion with the trolley company. 
“But I- want to say this: We will 


the police wish to arrest us, they may. 
But 1 will tell them that as fast as 
men are arrested we will get them 
out, matter not if they arrest the en- 
tire crowd—every one of us. 

“We will get them out as fast as 
they are arrested. As for the Georgia 
Railway and Power company, and for 
the business men who-are interesting 
themselves in this affair to the extent 
of stating that Pollard and his asso- 
ciates would possibly leave town in 
a different way from which they en- 
tered, we do not fear them nor any of 
their kind. 

Conducting Strike Lawfully. 

“We are conducting this strike law- 
fully. Our men are‘honest citizens and 
taxpayers, and they will continue to do 
their duty to their organization and to 
their fellowmen, regardless of any force 
which may oppose them, so-called busi- 
ness men or what not. 

“For my part, l’ve never feared any 
man, nor do my associates fear any 
of these business men, who, before 
their organizations, have threatened to 
send Pollard and Teat out of town.” 

In addition Pollard accused the street 
car company with resorting to tactics 
of intimidation in trying to stop the 
progress of picketing. 

“They are having to resort to all man- 
ner of devices,” he concluded, “because 
the trolley company !s flat on its back 
—helpless.” 


I do not see how any self-respecting 
union can recognize this movement.”

HEAVY FINES GIVEN 
IN STRIKE CASES 


|“TI Am Here to Enforce the 


Law or Resign Place,” De- 
clares Recorder George E. 
Johnson. 


The attitude of the courts toward 
disorder growing out of the strike agi- 
tation was plainly manifested yester- 
day afternoon when two alleged of- 
fenders in a Saturday night outbreak 
were dealt with severely by Judge 
George Johnson at police headquarters. 

A fine of $100 in one case and $50 in 
another was the penalty paid by two 
men who undertook to intimidate 
Motorman F. C. Abbott at Five Points, 
within two hours after the strike had 
been called at 6 o’clock Saturday night. 
Both were also held in $300 bond. 

In imposing the penalty, Judge John- 
son said: 

“T am here to enforce the law, else 
resign, and I am certainly in no mood 
for resignation.” : 

Two Men Are Fined. 

The offenders are W. N. Trimble and 
J. M. Miller. The latter protested that 
he was not a union man. Trimble, how- 


ever, had a union card. Neither man 
was a striker. Testimony was sub- 
mitted at the trial to the effect that 
Trimble and Miller had accosted Ab- 
bott, first trying to persuade him to 
accompany them to the union hall at 
12% West Alabama street. Finding 
him reluctant, they undertook to _ in- 
timidate him by stripping off his badge, 
it is said. Louis Q. Meadors, an in- 
spector of the trolley system, inter- 
fered. The arrests were made by Night 
Chief E. L. Jett, of the police depart- 
ment. 

It was stated by Judge Johnson, fol- 
lowing the trial, that no leniency would 
be granted in cases. of strike disorder. 
The charge under which Trimble and 
Miller will be forced to face the su- 
perior court is “inciting a riot,” and is 
a grave one. Judge Johnson made it 
plain that all offenders would be dealt 
with in such manner, and this, as well 
as anything else, is expected to bear 
fruit in the discouragement of scenes 
like those which prevailed Saturday 
night and Sunday morning. 

Trimble’s fine was reduced to $50 be- 
cause of the plea he submitted of a wife 
and family dependent upon him and of 
his meager means to provide for them. 

Prisoners Are Fined. 
result of the strike situation a 
number of other cases of disorderly 
conduct came up in recorder’s court 
Monday morning, and heavy fines fol- 
lowed. 

Joe Taylor, of 70 Capitol avenue, was 
-fined $0.75 for refusing to move on 
when ordered to do so by Officer Mose- 
ley at Five Points Saturday night. 

Following a fight which occurred 
Saturday night over the use of the 
word “strike-breaker,” four men were 
fined $5.75 each. Those fined were C. 
O. Saffold of 215 Fox street, A. B. Har- 
per of 2 Berrien avenue, J. B. Hilliard 
of 8 Cornelia street and Oscar Dixon of 
54 Mangault street. 

A negro employee of the trolley com- 
pany was found asleep Saturday night 
in the Terminal station and was ar- 
rested. He said that there were no 
cars running to his home in Buckhead. 
He was fined $5.75.

STANDARD OIL CHEMIST 
LEAVES $10,485,828 


New York, October 2.—How a poor 
student of chemistry who came here 
from Germany in 1868 attracted the at- 
tention of John D. Rockefeller became 
the chief chemist of the Standard Oil 
company, and by his ingenuity amassed 
a fortune of $10,485,828, is disclosed by 
an appraisal of the estate of the late 
Uerman Frasch, of this city. 

After attaining success as a chemist 
Mr. Frasch undertook to develop a sul- 
phur mine in Louisiana which had pass- 
ed through the hands of four companies 
that were unable to make it pay. The 
sulphur lay 800 feet below the surface, 
Mr. Frasch devised a method of con- 
veying super-heated water into the 
mine, melting the sulphur and then 
pumping it out through a pipe. 

The appraisers estimated the value of 
|the stock of the company owning the 
mine at $12,003 a share. Mr. Frasch

DISCUSS POSSIBLE NEED 
OF MILITIA IN ATLANTA 


It is known that there has been in- 
formal discussion with Governor Harris 
by some of the business men of the 
city of the possible need, in event of 
further developments of violence, of the 
use of militia to guard the street cars. 
No formal inquiry has been made in 
that respect, but that the situation has 
been talked over with him is known to 
be true. 

There is in Georgia under his imme- 


diate jurisdiction at this time only ond 
detached battalion of the national 
guard, composed of the companies at 
Lindale, Hartwell, Winder and Elbere 
ton, under command of Major H. Bs 
Hunt, and this would respond to an 
order from the governor through the 
military department. 

Under the 1916 military law, however 
the matter of calling for military aid 
is not in the discretion of the civil 
authorities; they must, under the new 
law, show that the state of riot, un< 
lawful assemblage or disturbance has 
progressed beyond the control of the 
civil authorities, whereupon the gov- 
ernor may, in his discretion, call any 
portion of the national guard he deems 
necessary, and immediately must de- 
clare the community in a state of in- 
surrection and issue a proclamation of 
martial law.

Monthly reports to national head- 
quarters of work done by the various 
leagues afford extra incentive and sug- 
gestion, these reports being spread by 
the league paper. :

Commending The Constitution’s sugges- 
1ion that development and improvement of 
the direct highway between Atlanta and 
Macon be made the first project undertaken 
by the newly-created state highway commis- 
sion using the fund supplied by the national 
government for this purpose, The Macon 
Telegraph, under the caption, “The First 
Post Road,” says: 


Indications are that the newly-created 
state highway commission to work un- 
der conditions So as to avail the state of 
the federal money for state highways 
will get down to business with small de- 
lay. itis a big work and a few years of 
it should make Georgia the best dirt- 
roaded state in the nation, as it already 
is in the south... . 

The great trunk section of any sys- 
tem of post roads or any state-wide sys- 
tem of roads in Georgia is bound to be the 
Macon-Atlanta link. Every highway, the 
national highway, all routes of the Dixie 
highway, all touring guides and road 
maps, direct the traveler to this. road 
to get from the northern to the south- 
ern part of the state, and vice versa. 
At each end it collects into its main trunk 
branches coming in from many direc- 
tions. Development on other systems 
will necessarily be premature until this 
stem line is made ready to receive their 
various termini. 

As to the convicts’ labor not being 
figured in the state’s expenditures for 
roads, that is unthinkable. If the south- 
ern delegations in congress cannot get 
that obviously just interpretation made 
we ought to get new delegations. Geor- 
gia’s working prisoners on the roads is 
just as much cash expenditure on them 
as New York state’s spending the money 
received from convict-made products on 
her highways. This is so obvious there 
doesn't seem to be any argument to it. 


The Telegraph is correct in both of its 
conclusions. It is pre-eminently the thing 
for the state highway commission to do. If 
there is any one highway, any one link in 
the system of Georgia highways, that would 
come nearest to satisfying everybody, 
whether of south, north or middle Georgia, 
it is that between Atlanta and Macon. 

If this project is to be adopted and un- 
dertaken, there is much preliminary work 
to be done. The co-operation and assistance 
of the intervening counties is all-important. 
It is to be taken for granted that they will 
gladly and willingly join in and contribute 
their part; but ‘this must be definitely 
settled. 

The commission is to hold a meeting the 
latter part of October. It can, in the mean- 
time, take up these preliminary matters, 
and, by the time of the meeting, have them 
well in hand. 

There is another question to be settled, 
perhaps the most important of all. The 
Constitution has already pointed out the 
necessity for having it determined at once 
and definitely understood that Georgia is to 
receive credit allowance for her convict 
labor as against the national government’s 
appropriation, dollar for dollar, nor does 
The Telegraph mince words in demand- 
ing it. 

It was clearly understood when the mat- 
ter came up in congress that Georgia was 
to be given credit for her labor on roads in 
lieu of cash which certain other’ states 
derive from leasing their convicts, and it is 
a monstrous injustice to this state that 
there should even be any question about it 
at this late date. 

_ Georgia’s delegation in congress owes it 
to the state to have this question cleared 
up without delay. If that is done and 
county co-operation secured, it will be pos- 
sible fer the highway commission to an- 
nounce its plans at the October meeting. 

* ¥¢ ‘should not only be possible; it can 
and should be done. ; 

The commission must make a beginning, 
and there is no better place to do it than 
on the Macon-Atlanta highway. Other 
projects will naturally follow, but upon this 
one, regarding which there will be scarcely 
a single dissent, the quicker it is done the 
greater will be the advantage that will 
accrue from it to all Georgia. 


THE PRICE OF BREAD. 


Many consumers have acquired an erro- 
neous idea with regard to the increased 
price of bread, which has already come in 
many cities and is in prospect practically 
over the entire country. It is that in some 
way the baker is responsible for’ the added 
cost, whether in increased price or decreased 
weight. 


This, of course, igs in error. As much as | 


ss 


the advanced cost of bread is to be deplored, | 


a condition against which all consumers 
would unite, if there were any way of 
stopping it, we should not do the baker the 
injustice of attributing to him a responsi- 
bility for which he can scarcely be held 
accountable. 

As a matter of fact, we take it that there 
are few, if any, bakers but who would infi- 
nitely prefer to see conditions remain as 
they were, neither making any change in 
the weight of the loaf nor adding to its 
price to the consumer. 

The situation with the baker is almost 
identical with that which confronts the cot- 


ton mill man with cotton at 16 cents. It 


stands to reason that the mill cannot manu- 
facture 16-cent cotton into.goods and sell 
the goods at the same price as if the cotton 
had cost it only 7 or 8 cents a pound. The 
cost of the finished product,’ naturally, falls 
on the consumer. 

Everybody knows, of course, how wheat 
has advanced in response to conditions pre- 
sented by a somewhat reduced crop, and 
the extraordinary European demand. Pos- 
sibly the matter of speculation, too, has had 
something to do with it. This is an element 
which should be eliminated, but while it 


exists it is going to prove a factor in the‘ 


price of the ultimate product; there is no 
escaping it. 

Flour has followed wheat: every house- 
holder is aware of the jump in the price of 
flour. Possibly the mills have in many in- 
stances put up the price of flour beyond 
what would be justified by the increased 
price of wheat. If so, there is where the 
burden of responsibility belongs, in part, at 
least. 

Wherever the responsibility rests, the 
increased price of bread certainly means a 
great hardship upon the consuming public; 
and if there is any method of correcting it, 
assuredly it should be applied. 

It is a mistake, however, to assume that 
the baker is using it as a means of piling up 
his profits. The truth is that in many in- 
stances bakers who were supplied with 
flour at old prices under contract are fur- 
nishing the public with full weight loaf and 
at no increase, during the lifg of their con- 
tracts. But when these contracts expire and 
they have to pay the higher price for flour 
as well as other materials which enter into 
bread making, they are confronted by the 
proposition either of operating at a loss, or 
increasing the price, or decreasing the 
weight. 

Some of the best minds of the country 
bave tackled the problem of higher-priced 
bread in the hope of maintaining it upon the 
old basis; but in no instance have they put 
the burden upon those bakers who are con- 
scientiously giving all they can for the 
money. 

The situation will no doubt adjust itself 
later, and in time bring restoration of the 
old basis. But until it does, it puts a burden 
upon the consumer, which, however unjust, 
it seems impossible for the moment to 
avoid. 


HEROES AS MILLINERS. 


A crippled English soldier, permanently 
out of the fighting, objected to the women’s 
employment assigned him, which was that 
of hat trimming. ‘They call us heroes,” he 
said, “but a war hero as a hat trimmer is 
unthinkable!” 

Others haven’t so nice a sense of the 
“fitness” of things, and take what is offered 
them, and are becoming expert at what was 
once exclusively the work of women. One 
British soldier took this philosophical view 
of it: 


The good wife’s a worker in a muni- 
tion factory; she’s supporting a husband 
and the whole government! By learn- 
ing to trim hats I may one’ day be boss 
of an entire millinery establishment! 


That, according to The Toronto Globe, is 
the comfort the crippled Canadian soldiers 
get out of the situation—that, after the war 
is ended, instead of returning to their for- 
mer occupations, “some .of them may set up 
millinery establishments in Canadian towns 
equal to any branch of the famous Maison 
Lewis, of New York, London and Paris!”

The worst of the infantile paralysis epi- 
demic was over several weeks ago. At pres- 
ent the situation is so favorable that the 
word epidemic has ceased to describe it. Phil- 
adelphia is no longer in need of quarantines 
and special precautions except as they apply 
to actual existing cases. The measures that 
are still, being taken are prompted by ex- 
treme caution rather than necessity. Barring 
a sudden recurrence of the epidemic—which 
is highly improbable—they may safely be 
abandoned in accordance with the program of 
the health authorities. 

The opening to children of schools, the 
churches and the movies may contidently be 
looked for before another week has passed. 
Within a short time the guard at the railway 
stations will likewise be abandoned. Our 
neighboring city, Camden, already considers 
herself out of danger. Pittsburg is conduct- 
ing an examination of school children with 
highly gratifying results. New York, the 
chief sufferer from the plague, has just seen 
a new low record for the disease established 
and has already opened her public schools. 
The federal public health service—after an 
inspection of conditions throughout Penn- 
sylvania—has stated that there is no need 
for a federal quarantine here, 

It is with confidence as well as relief that 
the community looks toward the opening of 
schools and churches. Our state and city 
health bureaus have proved their efficiency. 
When they give the word that it is safe to 
let the children out, few parents will hesi- 
tate to obey. And while the lives of the chil- 
dren will commence to flow again in their ac- 
customed channels, and on the surface every-

At Sevres Now Turns Out

NO ROOM FOR IDLERS. 
(From The Columbus Ledger.) 

The interesting demands for labor in the 
cotton fields, as well as in the manufacturing 
districts of the cities tend to make the pres- 
ence of the idle class all the more inexcusa- 
ble in Columbus, as in other cities, and it 
might be well for the city and county offi- 
cers to “pin down” a bit on this element. 

In Columbus and in many other sections 
can be heard complaints regarding the short- 
age of labor. The farmers who are now 
getting into the midst of their busy season 
declare that they find it almost impossible to 
secure cotton-pickers and other laborers at 
anything like reasonable wages. In fact, 
they assert that they are paying now more 
than twice as much to all laborers as they 
did ten years ago. 

Here in the city the labor that used to be 
plentiful at 75 cents to $1.00 per day is 
revelling in the $1.50 and $2.00 per day price 
and even then they are not so particular 
about working. With the enormouus amount 
of labor needed in the city during the next 
few months, it would not be a bad idea for 
the officials to keep watch and ascertain 
whether the dusky loiterers are killing too 
much valuable time about the streets of Co- 
lumbus. 

There is no reason for idleness in Colum- 
bus or in Georgia at this time, save in very 
few cases, and it seems to us that the Geor- 
gia vagrancy act should come in for high 
consideration now and be enforced with in- 
creasing vigor by both the city and county 
officers.

As women of all ages and of every na- 
tion have joyfully bared their fingers of 
rings and their arms of amulets to supply 
the sinews of war for soldiers fighting in 
defense of their homes; as the mellow peal 
of myriad bells has been stilled in order 
that their metal might be molded into brazen- 
throated cannon: as the statues of heroes are 
overthrown and the material recast into 
shrapnel shell; as costly fabrics are torn 
into bandages for the sorely wounded, s0 in 
this hour of national travail France has seen 
fit to convert her incomparable porcelain 
factory at Sevres into a plant for the pro- 
duction of crude, gross, ungainly earthen 
pots and retorts required in the manufac- 
ture of high explosives. 

The National Geographic society has is- 
sued an interesting war geography bulletin 
on Sevres which now assumes a position in 
industrial France complementary to the great 
ordnance city of Le Creusot. The bulletin 
says: 

“Bits of Vieux-Sevres worth many times 
their weight-in gold; eighteenth century por- 
celain vases, for which ceramic connoisseurs 
have paid as high as $50,000 each, today 
count as naught in the scale of values at 
the Manufacture Nationale de Sevres com- 
pared with the immense cauldrons, jugs and 
crucibles of glazed pottery which the muni- 
tions makers of France utilize in the mixing 
and reducing of various chemicals required 
in the manufacture of powerful explosives 
and of poisonous gases. 

Making Fime Pottery 160 Years. 

“The main factories of Sevres, which were 
dedicated to the fine art of porcelain and pot- 
tery making 160 years ago, are located on 
the left bank of the Seine, between Paris and 
Versailles, some three miles beyond the main 
fortifications of the capital. They almost 
touch the magnificent woods known as the 
famous Park of St. Cloud, in which stood a 
palatial chateau once the property of the 
dukes of Orleans and later a tavorite resi- 
dence of royalty, but which was destroyed 
by the Prussians in 1570. 

“Sevres, which has a population of about 
10,000, is one of the oldest towns in the 
vicinity of Paris, but it did not become 
the center of porcelain manufacture in 
France until 1756 when the factory estab- 
lished six years previously in Vincennes by 
the brother Dubois was transferred to this 
point. Three years later the establishment 
was taken over by the government and under 
the patronage of Louis XV. it soon began to 
flourish. Not only Louise, but two of the 
most influential members of his court—the 
Marquise de Pompadour and the Comtesse du 
Barry—also took a deep interest in the beau- 
tiful products of the factory. The colors 
“bleu de roi,” “rose Pompadour”’ and “rose 
du Barry” are enduring testimonials of their 
patronage. 

“At the outset only a soft porcelain, now 
called vieux Sevres, was manufactured here 
but the success of the potters of Saxony 
with hard porcleain and the discovery of de- 
posits of Kaolin near Limoges caused the 
Krench to carry on valuable experiments 
which bore fruit in the broadened scope of 
the Sevres works in succeeding years. 

Work Suspended During Revolution, 

“During the French revolution porcelain 
manufacture was practically suspended, but 
with the ascendancy of Napoleon Sevres be- 
came a populous and thriving cénter of ar- 
tistic industry, for with each great victory 
in the field the emperor desired a fresh 
table service to commemorate the event, and 
special vases were ordered for all occasions. 
One of the most famous of these vases was 
the massive piece of porcelain designed to 
celebrate the marriage of the great soldier- 
statesman-ruler tu Marie Louise of Austria. 
The principal decorative group, in bas-relief, 
contained 115 figures, wnile the secondary 
group, representing the populace shouting 
congratulations and good wishes, had from 
2,000 to 4,000 figures. 

“The magnificent Musee Caramique, oc- 
cupying the ground and first floors of the 
factory and containing examples of porce- 
lain of every country and every age, was 
established in 1805 by Alexander Brongniart 
who was appointed director of the establish- 
ment by Napoleon and remained in charge 
until his death in 13847, in spite of the many 
changes of government, 

‘In the suburbs of Sevres is the attractive 
little village, Ville d’Avray, which boasts of 
the Villa des Jardies, once occupied by 
I’rance’s prose Shakespeare, Balzac. In the 
Same villa, on the last day of the year 1882, 
died Gambetta, one of the master minds of 
modern France. His death was the result of 
an accidental discharge of a revolver, and 
the tragedy occurred in the presence of 
Leonie Leon, the woman who had exercised 
so potent an influence over his career as a 
far-sighted statesman.” 


Parenzo, Ancient Italian 
City, Now Held By Austria, 
Is Shelled By Italians 


Parenzo, on the Istrian coast of Austria, 
which, according to the latest dispatches was 
shelled by Italian naval forces, is the subject 
of a war geography bulletin issued by the 
National Geographic society from Washing- 
ton: 

“The ancient basilica of Parenzo, which 
Austria claims has been damaged by Italian 
shellfire from a fleet cruising off the west 
coast of the Istrian peninsula, iS one of the 
oldest and most famous ecclesiastical struc- 
tures in Europe. The campanile, the roofless 
baptistry and church proper date from the 
sixth century and stand on the site of an even 
earlier structure, probably of the third of 
fourth century, judging from the mosaic 
pavements and inscriptions which have ‘been 
uncovered. 
begun about eleven years after the establish- 
ment of the Parenzo bishopric in 524. Some 
of the mosaic work in this building, which is 
dedicated to St. Maurus, is especially bril- 
liant, and in the apse walls there is rich in- 
lay work in marble and mother of pearl, 
similar to that in the more widely known 
cathedral of Torcello, near Venice. 

Population Mainly Italians. 

“Parenzo enjoyed a considerable trade be- 
fore the outbreak of the war and the prin- 
cipal occupations of its 17,500 inhabitants, 
mainly Italians, were shipbuilding and fish- 
ing. The port is 35 knots by sea south of 
Trieste and 35 miles distant by rail. It is 
ten miles north of the interesting town of 
Rovigno, the Rubiginium of the ancients, 

“The history of Parenzo goes back to the 
second century before the Christian era, when 
it was known as Varentium. It was elevated 
to a place of prominence by Augustus Caesar 
who established a colony here shortly after 
his overwhelming naval victory at Actium 
where Mare Anthony fled, ignominiously sur- 
rendering all hope of a world empire in or- 
der to seek forgetfulness in the caresses of 
the Egyptian siren, Cleopatra. 

Was Sacked in 1354. 

“Inder the Roman empire Parentium be- 
came a town of 6,000 inhabitants within the 
walls, while 10,000 people occupied the sub- 
urbs. During the ascendancy of the Vene- 
tian republic it acknowledged the supremacy 
of the Queen of the Adriatic, and as a re- 
gult in 1354 was sacked by a Genoese fleet 
commanded by one of the famous Doria fam- 
ily which figured conspicuously in the his- 
tory of the west Italian city during the 14th 
century. 

“In addition to the famous cathedral, Pa- 
renzo guards the interesting ruins of two 
2oman temples. The peninsula on which the 
town is built is supposed to be subsiding 
gradually into the Adriatic, as the pavements 
of the Roman period are three feet below 
the present street levels, while the city site 
today is in no place more than five feet above 
sea level. Overlooking the port from an is- 
land at the mouth of the harbor is a light- 
house. 

“A” few miles to the south of Parenzo are 
the Brionian islands whose quarries furnish 
practically all the stone for the palaces and 
bridges of medieval Venice.” 


The cathedral now standing was. 


“The mysterious British ‘tank,’ described 
as a car of death resembling a ponderous, 
slow-moving steel caterpillar, is the current 
‘enfant terrible’ in the large family of 
strange engines of destruction sired by the 
Zod of War,” says a bulletin issued by the 
National Geographic society. 

“The modern fighting man has been s0 
schooled to expect unique and powerful in- 
ventions designed to destroy human life that 
the ‘tanks’ have inspired more curiosity than 
terror, but far different has been the story 
of the vast breed of monsters that has en- 
gendered panic in the hearts of soldiers in 


ages past. 

“Reviewing the history of warfare among 
civilized nations, one of the earliest engines 
of destruction whose fame has been perpet- 
uated on the pages of legendary epic, was 
the great wooden horse which the crafty 
Ulysses left on the plains of: Ilium, and 
which the Trojans believed to be an offering 
Sacred to the Goddess Athena. Counseled 
by the false Sinon, the Trojans razed their 
walls in order that the ‘gift’ of the Greeks 
might be brought into the city. After night- 
fall the warriors hidden inside the wooden 
animal crept out, threw open the gates of 
the city and admitted their companions, thus 
bringing about the destruction of the city of 
Priam and wreaking vengeance upon the peo- 
ple who had sheltered Paris and the fair but 
false Helen of Troy. 

“An engine of war which emerges from 
the cloud of legend and takes its place among 
historical actualities was that employed by 
Alexander the Great in his seven months’ 
siege of the famous Phoenician metropolis 
—Tyre. This ancient city was strongly situ- 
ated on an island and as there were no 
long range catapults in the fourth century 
before the Christian era, Alexander conceived 
the plan of building a mole or causeway 
from the mainland to the island. 

Ancient Engine of War. 

“This engineering enterprise was ham- 
pered by the Tyrians, who launched blazing 
Ships against the assailants as they sunk 
piles to held in place the rock and debris 
that formed a roadway over which the army 
was to march. In order to protect his con- 
struction corps Alexander devised as an en- 
gine of war great towers covered with green 
hides. These were set up as shields against 
the floating flames of the enemy and the re- 
sult was one of the memorable victories in 
Alexander’s conquest of the eastern world. 

“One of the most terrifying ‘engines of 
war’ of ancient times was the battle ele- 
phant emploved by Pyrrhus, Alexander's 
cousin in the first of the famous ‘Pyrrhic 
victories’ over the Romans. Twenty of these 
huge beasts were used against enemies of 
the Tarentines at the battle of Heraclea in 
280 B. C. The strange, moving mountains 
of flesh caused a wave of fear to sweep over 
the Romans and they fled from the field of 
carnage, but after one experience with the 
animals their courage returned and hence- 
forth the war elephant was more of a curi- 
Osity than an effective engine. 

“One of the simplest aud yet one of the 
most effective inventions of ancient times 
was the javelin with a point of soft iron, 
employed by Julius Caesar in one of his 
Gallic wars. The Roman legionaries hurled 
these weapons against the shields of their 
enemies. The iron penetrated the outer cov- 
ering of bull’s hide, but flattened out against 
the hardwood or metal back of the shield, 
and thus became hooked to this protector. 
The shanks of the dangling javelins so im- 
peded the movements of the barbarian sol- 
diers that they were forced either to throw 
away their shields and fight uncovered 
against the Romans or else stop long enough 
(a fatal delay in their advance) to disen- 
cumber themselves from this weapon which 
may properly be called the dum-dum pilum, 
the progenitor of the soft-nose or dum-dum 
bullet of today. 

“Perhaps the strangest engines of de- 
struction in the history of the world were the 
seven trumpets of ram’s horn which the 
priests or Israel blew as they encompassed 
the walls of Jericho once each day for six 
successive days and seven times on the sev- 
enth day. After the final blast the hosts 
of Israel gave a great shout and the walls 
fell flat. according to the Biblical aceount 
in the Book of Joshua, those who endeavor to 
explain all miracles on the theory that they 
are the result of extraordinary applications 
of the natural law have seen in this remark- 
able event a demonstration of the vost de- 
structive power of sympathetic vibration-—— 
thes ame principle which has been known to 
shake to its very foundation a great bridge 
of steel and. concrete when a dog starts 
across it. 

Ruse Employed by Gideon. 

“Another arms oddity of Biblical interest 
was the ruse employed by Gideon, leader of 
only 300 Israelites, who successfully engaged 
a vast host of Midianites and Amalekites that 
‘lay along in the valley like grasshoppers 
for multitude; and their camels were with- 
out number, as the sand by the seaside for 
multitude.’ Gideon’s engines of destruction 
were 300 trumpets, 300 empty pitchers and 300 
lamps within the pitchers. As the enemy’s 
camp was approached during the night the 
pitchers were smashed, the lamps held aloft 
in the left hand, while terrifying blasts from 
the 300 trumpets spread consternation and 
terror ameng the sleepers who, in darknesa 
imagined that they had been attacked by @ 
great army. The result. was wholesale 
slaughter among themselves while the fol- 
lowers of Gideon watched, 

“Greek fire is a term which has been ay- 
plied to various compounds through a suc- 
cession of centuries going as far back as 
424 B. C., when, at the siege of Delium, a 
cauldron filled with sulphur, pitch and char- 
coal, was placed against the walls of the city, 
ignited and the flames intensified by a )pel- 
lows attached to a hollow tree trunk. The 
most famous of the Greek fires, however, 
was that invented by the architect Callinicus 
during the reign of Constantine Pogonatus. 
This particular engine of destruction was 
known as wet fire, on account of fts property 
of bursting into flame when wetted. Thrown 
from siphons, it fell upon the ships of the 
Saracens causing them to burst into flameéa, 
and thus Constantinople was saved to the 
Byzantine emperors for the time being (668). 

“Probably more far-reaching in its effect 
than any other engine of war was the in- 
troduction of gunpowder on the battlefield. 
lt was one of the most potent factors con- 
tributing to the overthrow of the great feud- 
al system, for it destroyed the superiority of 
the armored knight over the yeoman foot- 
soldier, and as Carlyle has rightly said, ‘It 
made all men of the same height.’ Follow- 
ing the use of gunpowder in small arms came 
the invention and development of the cannon, 
a weapon which was employed with destruc-

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SERBS AND BRITISH. 
DRIVING BULGARS 


Allied Successes Continue 
on Struma Front and in 
West Macedonia—Bulgar 
Losses Heavy. 


New York, October 2.—(By Associ- 
ated Press European Cable.)—On the 
southeastern front in Macedonia the 
British have maintained the advances 
scored in their attack Saturday near 
the Struma, beating off Bulgarian 
counter attacks, and retaining the two 
Villages captured along the road to 
Seres, according to London today. 

The forward movement along the 
Struma synchronizes with a Serbian 
fuccess on the westerly Macedonian 
front. 

The long-continued struggle in the 
Kaimakcalan district has resulted in 
the Serbians not only securing posses- 
sion of the principal heights on the 
region southeast of Monastir, but in 
an advance of more than a mile north 
of the main peak where the village of 
Kotchovie has been taken. 


SERBS CONTINUE 
THEIR ADVANCE 
AGAINST BULGARS 


Paris, October 2.—Following up“ the 
advantage gained over the Bulgarians 
at Kaimakcalan height on the western 
end of the Macedonian front, the Ser- 
bians advanced 114 miles north of the 
height and occupied the village of 
h.otchovie, the war office announced 
today. 

The Bulgarians made a counter at- 
tack on the positions newly won by 
the British on the left bank of the 
Struma. The statement says the Bul- 
gmarians were repulsed leaving many 
dead on the field. 

The statement follows: 

“On the left bank of the Struma the 
British repulsed several counter at- 
tacks delivered by the  bulgarians 
a@gainst the new positions captured by 
our allies on September 30. Swept by 
a curtain of fire and by machine guns, 
the waves of the enemy’s assaulting 

umns scattered and many bodies re- 
main on the field. 

“East of the Cerna the Serbians, pur- 
suing .the advantage gained yesterday, 
advanced two kilometers to the north 
of Kaimakcalan. In addition to a bat- 
tery taken by the Serbians, two 
French guns which were lost during 
the violent Bulgarian counter attacks 
on September 28 and 29, were retaken. 
Fifty additional prisoners were cap- 
tured by the Serbians in this region. 

“On our left wing there has been an 
intermittent cannonade, without any 
infantry action. Fog prevailing on this 
portion of the front interfered with 
operations.” 


London, October 2.—The following of- 
ficial Serbian statemént dated Satur- 
day. was received here today: 

“The SerPian Drina division has tak- 
en the important position: of Kotch- 
ovie, one and one-half miles northeast 
of Kaimakcalan (on the western end 
of the Macedonian front.) The Bul- 
garians’ battery which we took yes- 
terday, is one of fleld guns, not moun- 
tain guns, as previously announced.” 


BRITISH REPULSE 
BULGAR ATTACKS. 


London, October 2.-—-“The portions of 
the Bulgarian line on the Struma front 
which we captured September 30 in- 
clude the villagzes of Kara Zakoihela 
and Kara Zakoizir,” says today’s offi- 
cial report of operations on the Mace- 
donian front. 

“Repeated enemy counter attacks 
against these places were entirely un- 
successful and were beaten off with 
heavy losses. All the ground won has 
now been consolidated. There is no 
sign of the enemy for some distance 
in front of our trenches. 

“In addition to the heavy casualties 
inflicted on the enemy the number of 
prisoners taken has been increased to 
©5090. Our casualties were comparatively 
small. Three machine guns were tak- 
en.” 


BULGAR REPORT 
ON OPERATIONS. 


Sofia, October 2.—(Via London.)—The 
war office today issued the following 
official communication: . 

“Sunday west and east of Florina our 
infantry repulsed enemy attacks north 
of the vollazge of Armensoo, near the 
village of Kru'shegrad and in the region 
of the village of Sevitch. Stern fight- 
ing is progressing for possession of 
the height of Kaimakcalan. 

“In the Moglenica valley there is 
lively artillery fighting. Enemy at- 
tacks against the Boutkasch height 
failed completely. 

“On the Struma front there has been 
lively artillery tighting under cover of 
which enemy battalions advanced to- 
ward the villages of Kanjakeuy and 
Komarian. They were arrested by our 
fire. The fighting continues. 

“On the Aegean coast several enemy 
warships violently shelled the heights 
north of the village of Orfano. This 
-hombardment set fire to and destroyed 
the village of Lungor.” 

Berlin, October 2.—(Via London.)— 
The following official report of the 
Macedonian campaign was given out 
here today: 

“Stubborn fighting continues on the 
Kaimakealan height. ‘Northwest of Ta- 
hinos lake British detachments which 
had penetrated as far as the eastern 
bank of the Struma were attacked.”

RUSSIANS REPULSE 
COUNTER ATTACKS. 


Petrograd, October 2.—(Via London.) 
The Austrians made heavy counter at- 
tacks yesterday in an attempt to re- 
gain the ground lost in the new Rus- 
sian drive on Lemberg. The war office 
announced today that the attacks were 
repulsed and that 1,600 more prisoners 
were taken. 

This fighting occurred on the front 
southeast of Lemberg, where heavy en- 
gagements are still in progress. The 
announcement follows: 

“On the western front in the region 
of the River NarayuvKa and on the 
heights on the right bank of the River 
Ziota Lipatstubborn fighting is con- 
tinuing. The enemy initiated counter 
attacks which were repeiled by our 
fire. He suffered great losses and left 
in our hands 1,600 of the rank and file. 

“With the Austrian prisoners were 
also Turks and,Germans. On the Riv- 
er Bystritza, in the region of Bogorod- 
chan, our patrols removed two field 
sentries and defeated the enemy ad- 
vance guards, taking also a number of 
prisoners. The total number of pris- 
oners taken by this section of Gen- 
eral LetchitzkKy’s army during the bat- 
tle from September 19 to 28 inclusive, 
in the Carpathians, on the front ex- 
tending to the Rumanian frontier, is 13 
officers and 2,596 of the rank and file. 
The war booty captured during the 
same period amounts to four cannon, 13 
machine guns, two mine throwers, one 
trench mortar, 75 cases of shells and 
hand grenades, 100 cases of machine 
gun belts, several thousand rifles and 
a large number of cartridges. 

“There were no developments on the 
Caucasian front.” 


RUSSIANS TAKEN 
BY AUSTRIANS. 


Vienna, October 2.—(Via London.)— 
The Austrian war office today issued 
the following in regard to operations 
on the Russian front: 

“In the Carpathians there is a lull. 
Southwest of Bretanie fighting is pro- 
gressing in our favor. 

“Front of Prince Leopold: On the 
Brody-Zlochoff road the German and 
Austro-Hungarian troops recaptured by 
counter attacks all e ground lost Sat- 
urday. Twenty-four Russian officers 
and 2,306 men, together with eleven 
machine guns, were taken. On the rail- 
way between Brody and Lemberg the 
Russian attack ended with the com- 
plete failure of the enemy, who lost 
two hundred prisoners. 

“Volhynia: General Tersztanszky’s 
army was exposed all day Sunday to 
the heaviest artillery fire; some attacks 
were repulsed. Early this morning the 
enemy directed strong columns against 
our positions northwest of Sviniusky. 
He was repulsed by counter attacks.” 


GERMANS FIGHT * 
TO STOP RUSSIANS. 


Berlin, October 2.—(Via London.)— 
On the front northeast of Lemberg, 
where the Russians advanced Saturday 
in opening their new offensive, Austro- 
German troops made a counter attack 
yesterday. Today’s official announce- 
ment reports the recapture of a posi- 
tion from the Kussians, who left more 
than 1,500 prisoners in the sands of 
the Teutons. The announcement fol- 
lows: 

“Army group of Prince Leopold of 
Bavuria, west of Lutsk (Volhynia), the 
activity of the artillery increased ap- 
preciably. Fresh enemy attacks were 
stifled by our curtain: fire. An attempt 
made by Russian artillery to drive for- 
ward the infantry by directing fire 
upun the Russian trenches was of no 
avail. Near Wojntn brief hand-to-hand 
encounters developed. 

“A counter attack carried cut by 
Lieutenant General Melior led to the re- 
capture of a position taken by the Rus- 
sians north of Graborka (south of the 
Brody-Lemberg railroad) on Septem- 
ber 30. The enemy left more than 1,500 
prisoner in our hands, His attempts 
to drive us back, as well as his re- 
newed attacks on both sides of the 
Brody-Lemberg railway line failed, 800 
prisoners being taken. 

“Army group of Archduke Charles 
Francis: Fighting east of the Zlota 
Lipa (southeast of Lemberg) continues 
around the small sections of our posi- 
tion won by the Russians,” 


ALLIES ARE GAINING 
IN BITTER FIGHTING 
ON SOMME FRONT 


British Front in France, October 2.— 
(Via London.)—The British forces on 
this front were surprised to find among 
the prisoners taken last night sailors 
from the second German naval division 
which had been rushed to the Somme 
front. This force was for the first time 
emploved outside of Belgium, where 
the ‘sailors had been Kept for two years, 
with their naval guns, which guard the 
coast. ‘ 

As fresh troops are replacing the 
battered, exhausted regiments, thrown 
into the melee, ferocious fighting at 
close quarters is developing near 
Schwabon redoubt and along the neigh- 
boring old first-line trenches. The 
Germans are desperately trving to hold 
these, after their loss of Thiepval, to 
prevent the right flank of their battle 
front from being forced across the 
River Ancre.” 


BRITISH ADVANCE 
THEIR POSITIONS. 


London, October 2.—British troops on 
the Somme front last night repulsed a 
German attack on their advanced posi- 
tions east of the village of Eaucourt 
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'L’Abbaye, the war office

“Further west during the night we

ae counter attack forced us to re- 
linquish a portion of the Regina trench 
which we had gained further north. 
This area has shown stubborn fighting 
during the past twenty-four hours. 

“Elsewhere on our front the night 
was calm. Successful raids on the 
enemy’s were carried out north of 
Neuville St. Vaast and east of La- 
ventie.” 

The official statement from British 
headquarters in France, issued at mid- 
night, reads: 

“A heavy rain fell on the front early 
Monday morning. During the day there 
has been severe fighting in and about 
Eaucourt L’Abbaye. The enemy suc- 
ceeded in regaining 
buildings. 

“During the day we improved our 
positions southwest of Gueudecourt and 
north and east of Courcelette.” 

“In the last twenty-four hours in 
this area we have taken as prisoner one 
officer and sixty-three men. 

“During Sunday’s operations our aero- 
planes bombed several points of mili- 
tary importance. An enemy kite bal- 
loon was brought down in flames. 
There were many air fights, in the 
course of which two machines were 
destroyed. and many others driven 
down. We suffered no losses.” 


FRENCH CAPTURE 
GERMAN TRENCH. 


Paris, October 2.—The war office an- 
nounced today that the French captured 
a trench and prisoners on the Somme 
front last night in a local operation 
east of Bouchavesnes. 

The text of the communication fol- 
lows: ‘\ 

“To the north of the River Somme an 
operation on our part resulted in our 
occupying a German trench to the east 
of Bouchavesnes and we took some 
prisoners. | 

“The rest of the night pa'ssed in rela- 
tive quiet.’’ 

The official communication issued by 
the war office tonight reads: 

“In the course of the day we pro- 
eressed by grenade fighting to the 
east of Bouchavesnes; about forty pris- 
oners and six machine guns were left 
in our hands. In the same region a 
German detachment caught under our 
fire in the direction of Epine de Malas- 
sisé was dispersed, leaving fifty men 
on the ground. 

“South of the Somme a small Ger- 
man attack directed on one of our 
trenches south of Vermandovillers was 
easily repulsed. 

“Bad weather has hampered the op- 
erations on the whole Somme front. 
There has been intermittent cannonad- 
ing on parts of the front. 

“Quartermaster Vialet brought down 
his fifth German aeroplane in the 
Somme region,” 


ALLIES FAIL, 
GERMANS SAY. 


Berlin, October 2.—(Via London.)— 
On a battle front of 12 miles north of 
the Somme the French and British 
charged the Germans time after time 
yesterday. They were _ repulsed, the 
war office announces, and suffered 
heavy losses. 

The announcement follows: 

“Army Group of Prince Rupprecht: 
Fighting on a large scale on the twenty- 
kilometer (12.4 miles) front between 
Thiepval and Rancourt occurred again 
vesterday in the battle area north of the 
Somme. The British and French, after 
a great increase in their prepagatory 
tire, advaneed to the attack. They were 
sanguinarily repulsed many times, by 
our well-directed artillery fire. Detach- 
ments which penetrated our lines were 
ejected by our unshakable infantry aft- 
er bitter hand-to-hand fighting. 

“Immediately north of the Somme a 
French local attack was repulsed. The 
battle lasted throughout the night and 
is still in full swing. 

“South of the Somme there was lively 
artillery fighting at places. 

“Army Group of the German Crown 
Prince: North of Les Mesnil (Cham- 
pagne), a German reconnoitering de- 
tachment carried out a successful sor- 
tie and brought in one officer and 38 
men prisoners. 

“One of our military airships attack- 
me the military establishments at Ca- 
ais.”” 


ARTILLERY DUELS 
ARE IN PROGRESS 
ON ITALIAN FRONT 


Rome, October 2.—(Via London.)— 
The official communication issued to- 
dav by the Italian war office reads as 
follows: 

“In the Ledro valley (Trentino) in- 
fantry skirmishes took place during 
which our advance posts drove off the 
enemy with loss. In the Astico valley 
enemy artillery. concentrated its fire 
on the railway near Seghe, without in- 
terrupting traffic. 

“Along the remainder of the front 
there were only artillery actions, the 
majority on the Carso sector.” 


Vienna, October 2.—(Via London.)— 
The Austrian statement of today says 
of operations against the Italians: 

“Italian front: The enemy artillery 
developed great activity against the 
entire coast front.

Was surrounded by the rioters and 
threatened with injury.

The world’s series of 1916, the twelfth 
under the auspices of the national base- 
ball commission, finds the American 
league leading in the race for premier 
baseball honors by the narrow mar- 
gin of one series, so that a victory by 
the National league representatives 
would tie the standing at six series all. 
Going back to 1905, when the New York 
Nationals defeated the Philadelphia 
Athletics four games to one in a se- 
riés in which every game was a shut- 
out, the American league  standard- 
bearers have won six series and the 
Nationals five. 

Although outplayed in the series to 
date the National league teams have 
won more games and scored more runs 
than their American league rivals, when 
the eleven series are considered as a 
whole. From 1905 to 1915 the two pen- 
nant winners of the major leagues have 
met annually in a series of world’s 
championship games, the winner of the 
title to be the team which first wins 
four games out of the seven yearly 
scheduled. 

Up to the present time but one team 
has won four games straight, the hold- 
ers of this unique record being the 
Boston Nationals in 1914 which defeat- 
ed the Philadelphia Athletics four times 
in a row and thus brought about .the 
breaking up of what many considered 
the greatest baseball machine in the 
history of the game. The New York 
Nationals and the Boston Americans 
figured in the longest series when they

in 1912, 
game being a tie. In 1907 the Chicago 
Nationals defeated the Detroit Ameri- 
cans four games straight but the series 
consisted of five games, the first being 
a tie at 3 to 3 when darkness halted 
the play. 

Comparing the work of the teams in 
the eleven series to date it ‘will be 
found that sixty-one games have been 
Played of which the National league 
clubs have won thirty; the Americans 
twenty-nine, with two games tied. The 
total number of runs scored in these 
sixty-one games amount to 412, of 
which the National league teams have 
accounted for 210 and the Americans 
202. The averages for the series are 
as follows: Games per series, 5 6-11;

The greatest number of 
runs made came in the play between the 
Pittsburg Nationals and the Detroit 
Americans, the two teams collecting 
a total of 62 runs in seven games.

They outclass their National 
league rivals on the slab by a tremen- 
dous percentage. This explains, in 
great part, the confidence with whicn 
Carrigan’s team tackles any opponent. 
What club would not be confident when 
it knows it possesses the attacking 
strength to score almost surely four 
runs per game while it has the pitch- 
ing power to hold opponents to an aVv- 
erage of under two and a half. 

In doping pitchers for an entire sea- 
son, we would be compelled, in order 
to ascertain the entire team strength, 
to study all the pitchers. But, for the 
purposes of a series such as the coming 
one, it is necessary to change that 
system somewhat. First, we must fig- 
ure which pitchers are liable to be 
used.

Car- 
rigan’s pitchers know the Philadelphia 
batters—also the Philadelphia batters 
know the Boston pitchers, which is less 
effective. The only chance I can see 
of one of the ed Sox pitchers weaken- 
ing would be that he was careless be- 
cause of overconfidence. They made a 
show of the Phillies last fall in all the 
games save one, and are apt to rate 
them too cheaply. We recall that the 
Philadelphia Athletics’ pitchers made 
this mistake with the ston Braves 
and did not recover from the shock 
until they were licked.

Department of Agriculture 
_ Announces Figures Based 
on Estimate on Sept. 25. 
Crop Condition 56.3, Low- 
est on Record Same Time 
of Year—Storms and In- 
sects Cause Loss of 3,000,- 
000 Bales. 


Washington, October 2.—Storms and 
insect damage have wrought havoc 
with the cotton crop this year, and 
caused a loss of almost 3,000,000 bales 
throughout the growing season. 

This year’s crop will be_approxi- 
mately 11,637,000 equivalent 500-poun 
bales, according to the department of 
agriculture’s forecast made today, bas- 
ing its estimate on the condition of 
the crop on September 25. In its first 
forecast of production mad 


was estimated at 14,266,000 bales. The 
condition of the crop on September 25 
was 56.3 per cent of a normal, which 
is the lowest cendition on record for 
that time of the year. A report giving 
its final estimate will be made by the 
department on December 11. 

Cotton this year was planted on the 
fourth largest acreage ever recorded— 
35,994,000 acres. In 1911 when 36,045,- 


000 acres were planted the crop Was" 


15,693,000 bales; in 1913 when there 
were 37,089,000 acres, the crop was 
14,156,000 bales, and in 1914, when the 
acreage was 36,832,000 the crop amount- 
ed to 16,135,000 bales. 

Indications are that this year’s crop 
will yield only 156.3 pounds per acre, 
compared with 207.7 pounds in 1911, 182 
—— in 1913 and 209.2 pounds in 
1914. 

In a statement issued today on con- 
ditions existing September 25, the crop 
reporting board said: 

“There was heavy deterioration in 
cotton again this month in the central 
cotton states. Boll weevils in Texas, 
Arkansas, Alabama, Louisiana and 
Florida have taken a heavy toll, punc- 
turing and destroying grown bolls to a 
larger extent than ever before known. 
This insect has, in addition, seriously 
damaged the crop in portions of OkKla- 
homa, Georgia and Tennessee. Cater- 
pillars have injured the late cotton in 
southern Texas and eastern Florida. 
Cool nights caused a cessation of fruit- 
ing and the plant shed its friNt consid- 
erably in the northern portion of the 
cotton belt. 

“There is consjderable late cotton in 
the Carolinas and some in northern 
Georgia which will need a late killing 
frost to reach anything like full 
turity. 

“The weather during the month was 
very favorable for gathering the crop 
and the high prices prevailing for both 
cotton and the seed caused the farmers 
in all parts of the south to rush gath- 
ering and ginning, and there has been a 


through the gins than usual at this 
time of the year. In ‘southern Missis- 
sippi and Alabama, where the crop is 
practically a failure, one picking got 
the crop, the average in many counties 
being a bale to the mule, or less. Over 
the entire cotton belt the crop this sea- 
son has been rapidly picked and there 
is less cotton remaining in the fields 
than usual at this time of the yé@ar. 
The picking season will average two 
or three weeks early.”

New Orleans, October 2.—Pressure 
to buy forced the cotton market to 
new high levels for the season today, 
following the bureau report on gin- 
ning and condition.

With the exception of October, which 
appeared to be about liquidated, quo- 
tations were the highest ever recorded 
before in the fall of the year. For a 
while it was a runaway market, but 
heavy realizing from the long side fin- 
nally checked the upward tendency and 
caused a moderate reaction. The close 
was ata net gain of 64 to 67 points.
